STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford qualh- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Towa 
House, in said town, on Tuesday, March 8 next, at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects :— 

1. To elect by ballot and major vote, a Town 
Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect three Selectmen, one for three 
years, one for two years and one for one year. 

3. To elect by ballot and major vote, a Town 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Library Trustees for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to replank and repair the bridge across 
the Connecticut River at North Stratford village. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for highways and bridges, town main- 
tenance, state aid construction, trunk line main- 
tenance and state aid maintenance. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for town expenses, the observance of 
Memorial Day, electric lights, town libraries, ceme- 
teries, sewers and all other necessary town expenses. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to construct 
a sidewalk leading from the Knights of Pythias Hall 
to the proposed street leading to the new residence 
of Edward Lowe, and raise money for the same. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to erect a bandstand and secure a 
water fountain, to be placed upon the Common in 
North Stratford village, and raise money for the 
same. 
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9. Tosee if the Town will vote to issue bonds 
of the town in the sum of forty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($45,000.00) for the purpose of defraying the 
balance of the cost and expense incurred in building 
and installing the water system for supplying the 
inhabitants and others of the town with water, in 
compliance with the vote of the town at the annual 
meeting thereof, held on the second Tuesday of 
March, 1920, and pass any and all resolutions neces- 
sary and proper to carry the same into effect. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to provide a 
suitable hose house, ladders, and other necessary 
equipment for ‘a fire company, and to raise money 
for the same. | 

11. To see if the Town will instruct the Select- 
men to secure the services of a night watchman and 
raise money for the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to aid in se- 
curing ‘a visiting and district nurse and raise money 
-for the same. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to install a 
water system at Stratford Hollow, and instruct the 
Selectmen to raise funds for its construction. 

14. To bring in your ballots upon each of the 
questions submitted by the Convention to revise the 
constitution relative to the amendments proposed 
by said Convention at a session held on January 
ool: 

15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or 
other officials and pass any vote relative thereto.

Recommendations of the School Board. 


A summary of the year’s financial accounts is 
found in the report of the School Treasurer. It 
will be well to constantly keep in mind that the year 
which is being reported is the school year from 
Sept. 1, 1919 to Sept. 1, 1920. It refers to the ap- 
propriations which were made in the annual meet- 
ing of March, 1919. 

The town year from January 31 to Jan. 31 of 
the succeeding year often leads to confusion in 
thinking of school accounts. The Legislature of 
1917 changed the school year and asked towns to 
make appropriations from their March meeting up 
to the Ist of September and then to make an appro- 
priation for a school year from Sept. 1st to the fol- 
lowing Sept. 1st. This added burden coming in 
one year, and coming during the strenuous days of 
the war, seemed inadvisable. Therefore the school 
appropriations have been raised a year at a time. 
It follows then that there was a time from the 
March meeting up to the Ist of Sept. for which no 
money was raised. 

Our policy has been to keep the school accounts 
right, and to credit to eAch proper school year the 
money that was raised for that year at the pre- 
ceeding March meeting. In order to do this we 
have had to borrow from each year’s account to pay 
for the running of schools from the March meeting 
up to the beginning of the school year, Sept. Ist. 
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We take space to call attention to this that peo- 
ple may know the fact, and not be surprised to dis- 
cover that school funds are exhausted in February 
and the funds that are not supposed to be available 
until September are requisitioned six months in 
advance. 

The schools are rapidly changing, although we 
have but just begun to discover it. We shall have 
to enlarge considerably in our teaching staff and 
equipment. It is entirely probable to suppose that 
in a few years time we shall have to provide other 
school buildings for the lower grade children. This 
last year has seen the addition of two regular teach- 
ers, and the introduction of a most beneficial line of 
Domestic Arts work for the girls. 

Our teachers are experienced, well-trained and 
efficient. 

Under the provisions of the State Educational 
Law, we shall receive more and more of assistance 
for our elementary schools as our needs enlarge. 
Indeed we shall be in a sorry plight if the law is 
changed. Our High School also is bound to increase 
in numbers and call for more and more instruction 
and enlargement in its courses. 

We make the following recommendations for 
the budget for the coming year. 

To raise for schools under 
Art. 5—For Elementary, tax of $5 on
